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Upland women 
hear pointers 


on self-defense

More than 75 Upland women got pointers on protecting 
themselves from attack and bunco artists in a special 
presentation by the police department Wednesday. 

Upland Police Capt. Gary Hart and Sgt. Tom Barnhart 
addressed a meeting of the New Uplanders’ club in an 
effort to increase awareness of the rising number of 
crimes against woman in the West End. 

“To date, there have been 15 rapes reported in the city 
of Upland this year,” said Hart. ‘“Ten of those have been 
clared by arrest.” Information regarding convictions is 
not yet available. 

“That’s compared to a total of 15 reported rapes 
during all of 1979, with 12 arrests.” 

Although much of the talk centered on measures 
women can take to protect themselves on the street, ina 
car and at home, Hart also addressed some basic means 
of delf - defense if preventive measures fail. 

“But I can guarantee,” he said, “if you will be 
discreet, be safe, and be alert — you will never get 
raped.”’ 

Hart sprinkled the talk with vivid examples 
illustrating techniques used by attackers and what 
women can do to avoid a confrontation. 

“Remember,” he told the group, “‘a rapist plans his 
crime. It’s not a spur of the moment thing. He will look 
for the opportunity and the place. Your best defense is to 
minimize that opportunity.” 

He advised women who must be out at night to avoid 
walking and jogging by themselves, and to stay away 
from parks, alleyways and other potential hiding ground 
for an attacker. 

A tip that he said has helped several women in the area 
is to carry handbags upside down with the top unzipped, 
one hand holding the opening securely. 

When the would-be purse snatcher reaches for the bag, 
the contents will spill out, creating confusion and often 
frightening the attacker away and drawing attention 
from passersby. 

Women should under no circumstances hitchhike or 
pick up hitchhikers, said Hart. When driving, an efnort 
should be made to stay away from dark, quiet streets, 
and, if any move is made by a stranger to approach the 
car, the woman driver should do everything she can to 
attract attention, including hoking the horn or running a 
red light if necessary.

Something good did come out of the Depression, 
according to collectors of glassware. 

Depression glass — named because it was made during 
that period — has become big business. 

Nothing produced since can match the ornate patterns 
and bright colors of Depression glass, said Juanita Smith 
of Chino, an avid collector who began her hobby 26 years 
ago. 

In fact, she liked collecting so much that two years ago 
she turned it into a business, opening up a shop in Chino. 

There’s no denying that money can be made selling 
glass pieces. Since Mrs. Smith started her business, 
glass prices have gone up tremendously, she said. 

Fifteen years ago she purchased four cups and 
saucers, a sugar bowl and creamer in a pattern called 
Green Avocado Sweet Pear. She paid $5 for the set. 
Today those same pieces are valued at more than $230. 

One collector estimates glass prices rise about 20 
percent a year. As a result, many people buy glass as an 
investment. 

Collecting is not limited to sets and patterns produced 
during the Depression. People also collect animals, juice 
reamers, baskets, bottles, lamps and almost anything 
made of glass. 

Glass collectors are the third-largest group among 
‘treasure hunters,’ behind only coin and stamp 
collectors, said Lillian Dick of Pomona, founder of the 
Montclair Depression Glass Club. 

A dealer herself, Mrs. Dick explained most Depression 
glass was made for promotional purposes. It was given 
away in cereal boxes and at movie theaters. At dime 
stores, a complete service for eight of Depression 
glassware could be purchased for as little as $1.89. 

Today, collectors pay hundreds of dollars for a single 
piece. 

Following World War II, many of the mineral 
compounds that produced the varied colors of 


Depression glass no longer were available. When 
companies stopped producing the glass, it became a 
collector’s item. 

Glass collecting has its own who’s who. Collectors look 
for names such as Heisey, Cambridge, Fostoria or 
Duncan Miller — each name refers to a factory where 
glass was produced. 

Collectors know the insignia (or lack of one) that is the 
trademark of each company. They carry books that 
picture each piece made by glass factories and a price 
guide that lists the current value of those pieces. 

Since glass collecting has become big business, some 
companies and individuals make reproductions of prized 
glassware. < 

Most dealers can tell the difference between an 
original and a reproduction, Mrs. Dick said. Asa general 
rule, she suggested, ‘If you’re going to pay more than $5 
for any glass, check it out (with a dealer).” 

While reproductions should not be pawned off as 
originals, they do have some vaius. ‘‘Reproductions are 
the antiques of tomorrow,” Mrs. Dick said. 

People get involved in glass collecting in different 
ways. They may inherit a piece as a family heirloom or 
they may just see something they like. Once started, 
glass collectors stop at nothing to increase their sets. 

They go to glass shows, estate sales, garage sales, 
swap meets, thrift shops and various dealers hoping to 
find new treasures to add to their collections. 

Clubs, such as the one founded by Mrs. Dick, give 
collectors comradeship. At meetings, members share 
their collections, teil about tours of glass factories or 
discuss the various patterns and histories of glassware. 

Some collectors subscribe to national newspapers and 
magazines like the Glass Review, Depression Glass 
Journal and Depression Glass Daze. While the 
publications cash in on dealer advertisements, they 
provide a service to collectors who scan the ads for 
pieces in their color and pattern. 

June Eberhardt of Ontario began her collection after

receiving a book on Depression glass from her mother- 
in-law. She recognized in the book some of the colors and 
patterns of glassware from her childhood. 

She and her husband began to collect. They picked a 
favorite pattern, Blue Mayfair. That pattern was never 
sold in stores, Mrs. Eberhardt said. It was given out as a 
promotional item by the John Deere tractor company. 

The Eberhardts are such avid collectors they travel as 
far as Sacramento and Phoenix to add to their collection. 
They even bought one piece from a man in Pennsylvania 
after spotting his ad in one of the glass collecting 
journals. 

Interest in glass changed Jim Eberhardt from a rock 
hound to a glass hound. He converted the rock-cutting 
and buffing equipment in his workshop to glass repair 
tools. 

Now, he operates a glass repair business out of his 
workshop. He receives orders for repair work from ail 
over the United States. 

While the Eberhardts are not dealers, they, with their 
partner, Bob Corrado, organize glass shows in the local 
area. 

One of their shows is being held today and Sunday at 
the Masonic Temple, Vine Avenue and J Street, Ontario. 

Just as glass pieces come in all ages and sizes, so do 
glass collectors. 

Tiffany Onstot, 13, of Ontario, is the youngest member 
of the Montclair Depression Glass Club. She started 
collecting at the age of three when she pointed out from 
her stroller the glass pieces she wanted. 

Tiffany comes from a family of collectors. She was 
even named after a kind of glass. She supports her 
collecting habit by working in the family-owned kerinel. 

Among her many collections are an award-winning set 
of antique perfume bottles, some Fostoria miniatures 
and child-sized Depression glass pieces. 

Whether bought for investment or enjoyment, glass is 
one thing you can’t lose on, said Mrs. Smith. 

Besides, said Mrs. Dick, collecting is ‘‘good therapy.”

Economy shows plus signs 


The United States 
economy is showing 
preliminary signs of 
recovery from its second 
most severe recession in 
the postwar period, said Dr. 
Robert T. Parry, senior 
vice president and chief 
economist for Security 
Pacific National Bank. 

Parry, reviewing the 
quarterly Economic Report 
released today, expects the 
United States will face 
double - digit inflation in the 
fourth quarter of 1980 and 
throughout 1981. Security 
Pacific National Bank’s 
report indicates that 
inflation will not fall below 
double - digits during 1981. 

Persistently large U.S. 
budget deficits and a 
growing share of 
government spending to the 
total economy provide 
thrust to the inflation 
problem. A reversal of the 
inflationary pressures 
posed by the government 
sector is not expected in the 
coming year. 

The report predict’ that 
U.S. inflation should drop 
from its 1980 average of 
over 13 percent to around 10 
percent in 1981. This 
improvement will result, in 
part, from a slowing in the 
rise of OPEC oil prices. 













Sluggish growth in 
consumer demand will also 
contribute to same easing in 
inflation, while an 
acceleration in food prices 
will limit the moderation in 
price trends. 

“The United States 
economy struggled under 
tremendous volatility in 
financial markets and a 
decline in overall business 
activity in the first half of 
1980," Parry said. He 
expects continued financial 
volatility for the remainder 
of 1980, noting, however, 
that the second quarter free 
- fall of U.S. business 
activity certainly is 
concluded and is not likely 
to be repeated in the future 
future. 

“The rise in the 
inventory- to- sales ratio 
during the summer months 
suggests some inventory 
liquidation is still required 
in many areas of the 
American economy. 
Cutbacks in employment 
will characterize the 
remaining months of 1980,”” 
Parry said. Security Pacific 
National Bank economists 
believe U.S. unemployment 
will exceed 8 percent by the 
end of the year. The early 
1981 jobless rate is likely to 
move even higher.

Home owners insurance, 
however, is not a fixed 
expense as many 
consumers may believe.

You obviously must buy

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Federal budget deficit may

Most economists say the 1981 
federal budget deficit will be about 
double what the Carter 
administration now says, but a 
prominent investment management 
firm has upped the ante even 
higher: Wright Investors’ Service of 
an Conn. , now believes that 
the deficit will hit $75 billion in 1981 
and a cumulative $100 billion over 
the five quarters of the current 
recession. 

‘And both those numbers could be 
understated,” said economist Jatin 
Mehta, who also recommended in an 
interview that the government 
make low - interest loans available 


to ¢ompanies for capital 
investment. 

Moreover, neither figure includes 
the deficit of the so-called off- 
budget agencies, which Congress 
excludes from the budget. These are 
such entities as the Postal Service, 
Federal Financing Bank, Federal 
National Mortgage Association, 
Federal Home Loan Banks, Federal 
Land Banks and others. Current 
estimates are that the off - budget 
agencies will spend or borrow more 
than $30 billion. 

“The administration itself has 
said that the deficit will be $30 
billion without a tax cut. A tax cut of 
$25 billion to $30 billion is being 
discussed. That would boost the 


deficit to $55 billion or so. 

“Then, we are assuming that the 
administration has underestimated 
the depth and length of the 
recession. Transfer payments 
(various ways of paying money to 
the unemployed) will rise more than 
the administration anticipates. So 
expenditures will be higher and 
receipts lower than now 
anticipated,” said Mehta. 

The government estimates it will 
receive $604 billion in receipts. 
Wright is forecasting $850 billion. 
The government is estimating $633.8 
billion in expenditures. Wright sees 
$655 billion. 

The huge deficits must be 
supported by government

borrowing, which in turn drains 
funds from the private sector. That 
process, in turn, means that money 
is not spent to build factories and 
buy machinery. Thus, productivity 
falls — and inflation soars as a 
result. 

As a way of correcting the 
problem, John Winthrop Wright, 
president of the firm bearing his 
name, proposed that the Federal 
Reserve henceforth make money 
available at low - interest rates for 
capital expenditures and other 
lending purposes which would 
enhance productivity. 

However, the same wouldn't 
apply to other kinds of loans.

Teachers in the Central School District received support from four 
parents Thursday night in a growing disputé over salary adjustments. 

With hints of recall in the air, board members were told by those parents 
that teachers deserve more than a scheduled seven-percent salary increase. 

A crowd of 100, of which 80 were teachers, received no response from the 
board on their request that the salary increases be made competitive with 
those in surrounding districts. 

One parent charged that the board was against teachers and indicated 
that talk of recalling board members had circulated. 

The statement evoked support from many of the teachers present who 
gave a standing ovation. 

Teachers in the district are in their final year of a three-year contract 
which set salary increases for all three years. The maximum increase 
allowable under the contract is seven percent but teachers feel it is no 
longer a fair increase. 

District officials have maintained they are merely following the wording 
of the contract and have gone further by offering the seven percent increase 
now instead of in February.

The woman is a victim of rape. She's been called to 
testify against her accused attacker. She sits alone out- 
side the courtroom, scared and confused. Nobody is 
there to help or console her. 

Starting next month, someone will be there. The San 
Bernardino County District Attorney's Office will begin 
its new victim-witness advocacy program designed to 
help anyone who is the victim of a crime or called to 
testify in court. 

The program itself is not new, but will be greatly ex- 
panded, according to coordinator Jacqueline Vaughn, 
who will oversee offices in Ontario, San Bernardino and 
Victorville. : 

Since 1977. the Probation operated a county program to 
aid victims of violent crimes. The county Board of Super- 
visors placed the district attorney's office in charge of 
the program last June. 

The Probation Department opposed the transfer of the 
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witnesses benefit from program 


program, but the supervisors said they felt the district 
attorney's close association with law enforcement agen- 
cies had an ‘‘advantage of built-in public trust, while the 
public often associates ‘probation’ with the defendant.”’ 

A recent state law, SB 393, nearly tripled the funding 
available for such a program. The county will receive 
$101,252 this year and a projected $108,484 in 1981-82. 

The money comes from fines and penalty assessments 
levied against criminal defendants. Persons convicted of 
misdemeanors pay $5 into the program and felons pay 
$20. ‘In effect, crooks are paying for our program,”’ said 
Vaughn. 

However, Vaughn pointed out, that money barely 
covers her salary, the salaries of three Victim Ad- 
vocates, mileage costs and office furniture. 

Office space and telephones are being provided by the 
district attorney's office. The remainder of costs will 
have to be finance

Each autumn there is a 
rush to the Oak Glen apple 


country 
This vear’s rush has 
begun, with a harvest of 
Red and Golden Delicious, 
Starking Delicious and Red 
Rome apples picked, pack- 
ed and waiting to be 
purchased 
Apples are sold directly 
from grower to consumer 
Some growers permit walks 
through their orchards, but 
because the apple tree 1s 
fragile. visitors are not 
allowed to pick the fruit 
themselves 
The apples come from 17 
different orchards 
Apple ranches are family- 
owned, and some of the 
ranches in Oak Glen have 
been in the hands of the 
owner-family for nearly a 
century 
Visitors can witness the 
tasks involved in apple 
ranching. The procedures of 
picking, grading. packing, 
cider pressing and apple pie 
making are done out in the 
open where all can see 
The exodus to Oak Glen is 
an outing the entire family 
can enjoy. And about 100,000 
families each year make 
the outing 
Besides the fruit, pie and 
cider. a cool climate and 
pure mountain air can be 
appreciated by those 
beseiged by heat and smog 
in the West End 
Mountain Town and Oak
